Decade' 1 , we have serious reservations about the feasibility of 
coordinating this estimate in time to make our firm deadline, 

3, W© are therefore preparing the draft here without recourse 
to contributions.

At that time we will further consult with 
you to determine what is feasible within the time remaining , 
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
